BILL 

To amend an Act of the 50th Year of the Reign of 
His present Majesty, relating to Prisons in Ireland.

by an Act made in the fiftieth year of His present Preamble -. 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act for repealing the several 1° ; 

« Laws relating to Prisons in Ireland, and for re-enacting such of the 
“ Provisions thereof as have been found useful, with Amendments,” it is 
amongst other things Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for each for appoint-^ 
and every grand jury in Ireland, and they are thereby required, at any to Prisons, 
assizes or presenting term, to appoint a proper and discreet person, being &c< 
duly ordained in holy orders, and of the established church, to be chap- 
lain of the several gaols, bridewells, houses of correction or other prisons, 
of and in their respective counties, counties of cities, and counties of towns ; 
and that it shall and may be lawful for every such grand jury, if they shall 
be so required by the court, also to appoint a proper and discreet person, 
being' a Protestant dissenting minister, to be Protestant dissenting chap- 
lain thereof; and also if they shall be so required by the court, to appoint 
a priest or clergyman of the Roman Catholic church, to be Roman 
Catholic chaplain : 



AND whereas it may happen, that grand juries may omit to make 
effectual appointments under the directions of the said recited Act : And 
it is expedient to provide for the appointment of such chaplains, in case 
of any such omission by any grand jury ; 



it therefore <£nattei>, by The KI NG ’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, THAT if at any time after 

any grand jury at any assizes or presenting term, after having been required 
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by the court or judge at any such assizes or presenting term, to appoint 
.a proper person to he Chaplain, or Protestant dissenting chaplain, or 
Roman Catholic chaplain, to any gaol, bridewell, house of correction or 
other prison in their respective counties, counties of cities, or counlies ot 
towns, pursuant to the directions of the said recited Act, shall omit to 
make an effectual appointment or appointments of such chaplain or 3 
chaplains respectively, before the last day of such assizes or present- 
ing term ; or in case any chaplain nominated and appointed by 
such grand jury, shall not within calendar 

.month next after such nomination, actually take upon him to exercise 
and perforin, or shall not continue duly and regularly to exercise 
and perform the duty to and for which he shall be so appointed by 
such grand jury, then and in every such case, it shall and may be lawful 
to and for flie Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, for the time being, to appoint a proper and discreet person, 
being either a minister of the Established church, or a Protestant dissent- 
ing minister, or a priest or clergyman of the Roman Catholic church, 
as the case shall require, to fill the office or offices of such Chaplain, or 
Protestant dissenting chaplain, or Roman Catholic chaplain, to such 
gaol, bridewell, house of correction or other prison or prisons ; and that 
all and every such chaplain and chaplains, so appointed by such Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, shall hold and exercise 
the office or offices of Chaplain, or Protestant dissenting chaplain, or 
Roman Catholic chaplain, or any or either of them, as fully and effec- 4 
tually in all respects and to all intents and purposes, and with all the 
same rights powers privileges and advantages, and subject to the same 
controul and liability of removal, as if such chaplain or chaplains re- 
spectively had been appointed to such office or offices by the grand 
jury, according to the direction of the said recited Act, and shall be 
entitled to such salaries, to be presented by grand juries, to such amount 
and in such manner as is directed by the said recited Act ; any thing in 
the said recited Act or any other Act or Acts, or any law usage or 
custom to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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And be it further Enacted, That from and after the 
it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor 
or Governors of Ireland , for the time being, from time to time to order any 
such sum or sums of money as he or they shall think proper to be 
advanced, out of the produce of the Consolidated Fund of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, arising in Ireland, for the payment 
of Tuch salary allowance or remuneration, as such Lord Lieutenant, or 5 
other Chief Governor or Governors, shall think fit and proper, not exceeding 
the several rates of the salaries to chaplains, specified in the said recited 
Act of the fiftieth year of His present Majesty's reign, to be paid to any 
person or persons who shall have actually officiated as Protestant chaplain, 
or Protestant dissenting chaplain, or Roman Catholic chaplain, of any 
traol, bridewell, house of correction or other prison, in any county, county 
of a city, or county of a town, where the grand jury shall have omitted 
to make any effectual appointment of any chaplain, or where any chap- 
lain appointed by such grand jury, shall not have duly exercised and 
rr performed 
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■performed the duty of this office ; and that upon the production to the 
•rrand iury of any county, county oi a city, or county of a town, at any 
fles orpmsentiog term, of the certificate of the Chief Secretary for die 
time heing, of the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland, or of his or their Under Secretary for civil affairs, of the amount 
of any money so advanced out of the said consolidated fund, it shall be 
lawful for such grand jury, and they are hereby required to present to be 
raised off such county, county of a city, or county of a town, the fu 
amount of the sum mentioned in such certificate; and such sum shall 
when raised, be paid by the treasurer of such county, county of a. city, or 
county of a town, to the collector of excise of the district in which such 
county, or county of a city, or county of a town, shall be so raised, to be 
by him applied in like manner as any other public money in his hands. 
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
